“Nor din this’ fact be explained 
from. the constant. shiiting and wan- 
dering ot the Jew, There are 
like those of Amsterdam, Franktort- 
on-the-Main, Prague, Venice, eapec:» 
ally Rome, in which Jews have lived 
continuously for many centuries. In 
these ghetti there are numerot 8 
families which trace their descent te 
acholara nnd within which traditions 
of sebolarship and piety have ‘con- 
‘tinned throngh many generations. 
How is it that the powers of accum- 
ulation, the talent for acquiring and 
retaining wenlth, have not, in a single 
instance (except the one unbroken 
century. of. the Rothschilds), shown 1 
similar persistence ?

waiting long, “before they had spied 
him’'as a ready-made victim for. taxa- 
tion, oppressive’ legislation, and 
exploitation of every sort.” Coming 
down to modern days, thoss who 
clamour, in books and magazines, 
abont Jewish. conquests and inva- 
sions,” continues Mr. Heller, -over- 
louk another economic fact: :
